In  1989,  Honda  Campus  All-Star  Challenge  was  established  for  unique 
academic  competition  for  America's  Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities. All  89  four-year  degree-granting  HBCUs  in  U.S.  are  eligible  for 
the  program.  Educational  partners  are  the  Association  of  College  Unions 
International  (ACUl)  and  NAFEO.  the  National  Association  for  Equal  Oppor- 
tunity in  Higher  Education.  The  program  involves  campus  competition, 
regionally  based  "Sectional  Playoffs"  and  a  National  Championship  Tourna- 
ment. 

The  present  format  challenges  students  at  the  first  64  HBCUs  to  com- 
plete the  requirements  to  advance  to  a  face-to-face  National  Champi- 
onship Tournament.  Every  spring,  students,  coaches,  campus  coordinators, 
volunteers,  HBCU  presidents,  members  of  the  Association  of  College 
Unions  International,  and  the  National  Association  for  Equal  Opportunity 
in  Higher  Education  gather  to  crown  one  national  champion. 

The  Honda  Campus  All-Star  Challenge  program  is  now  in  its  fourteenth 
year  Honda  has  committed  over  $3.5  million  dollars  in  grants  to  partici- 
pating HBCUs.

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The  North  Carolina  Central  University  School  of  Business  is  a  leader  in  business  and  man- 
agement programs  through  teaching,  researching,  and  community  service  activities.  The 
School  of  Busines  responds  to  our  stakeholders'  need  by  developing  and  training  manage- 
ment professionals  who  possess  analytical,  technological  and  communicatio  skills.  Before 
leaving  our  program,  each  student  is  competent  and  able  to  lead  a  variety  organizations, 
including  business  and  governments.  Our  students  complete  a  complex  program  that  pre- 
pares them  to  conduct  business  in  an  increasing  interdependent  globia  climate  and  econimic 
environment.  We  provide  each  student  with  a  foundational  base  of  knowledge,  principles, 
and  procedures  that  will  assure  their  success  as  a  manager  or  executive  in  one  of  the  major 
fields  of  business  administration  or  management. 
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The  Department  of  Chemistry  offers  courses  leading  to  the  bachelor  of  science 
and  master  of  science  degrees  in  chemistry.  The  department  is  approved  by  the 
American  Chemical  Society  (ACS),  the  chemists'  organization  which  sets  profession- 
al and  educational  standards  for  chemist.  Approval  by  the  ACS  demonstrates  that 
this  department  maintains  an  undergraduate  program  capable  of  developing  gradu- 
ates who  are  prepared  with  a  thorough  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  chemistry 
and  life  applications.  Students  completing  the  programs  enter  professions  of  engi- 
neering, pharmacy,  medicine,  dentistry,  biotechnology,  nursing,  or  become  chemical 
scientists. 
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The  undergraduate  courses  in  the  Department  of  Biology  have  been  designed 
to  provide  a  basic  program  for  the  training  and  development 
of  future  biologists.  Students  also  enter  areas  of  research,  teaching  and 
applied  fields  such  as  veterinary  medicine,  laboratory  technology,  dentistry, 
conservation,  industrial  and  environmental  areas  and  conservation.  The 
general  biology  program  provides,  as  a  part  of  the  liberal  arts  program,  the 
opportunity  for  students  to  acquire  a  broad  knowledge  of  biology  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  biological  sciences. 
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A  major  in  English  prepares  students  for  a  variety  of  careers  and  for 
continued  personal,  civic,  and  professional  developnnent.  All  courses  offered 
through  the  department  enhance  skills  in  reading,  writing,  and  critical 
thinking.  The  department's  offerings  and  related  activities  also  increase 
students'  understanding  of  vital  cultural  and  aesthetic  achievements  of 
writers  throughout  the  ages.  A  student  majoring  in  English  must  com- 
plete one  of  four  concentrations  within  the  general  English  program  or 
the  English  secondary  education  program.

2.  Journalism  4.  Media  communication 
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The  Department  of  Modern  Foreign  Languages  is  the  acadennic  unit  offering 
all  students  the  chance  to  explore  the  excitment  and  pleasure  of  acquiring 
proficiency  in  a  foreign  language  and  an  understanding  of  another  culture. 
The  nnission  of  the  departnnent  is  to  provide  quality  progranns  and  educational 
activities  in  the  areas  of  foreign  languages,  literatures  and  cultures.  Under- 
graduate students  receive  the  BA  in  French  and  Spanish,  and  a  nninor  in 
French,  Spanish  and  German  is  also  available.  The  possiblity  of  studying  other 
critical  languages  to  exists. 
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The  Department  of  Mathematics  and  Computer  Science  offers  programs  of 
study  leading  to  baccalaureate  degrees  in  mathematics  and  in  computer  and 
information  sciences.  Academic  programs  allow  considerable  flexibility  for  the 
student  (in  consultation  with  an  advisor  to  develop  a  plan  of  study  consistent 
with  the  student's  career  objectives  and  interests.  Programs  can  be  tailored  to 
provide  preparation  for  graduate  study,  employment  in  industry  or  government, 
and  licensure  for  secondary  school  teaching.  Other  programs  provide  preparation 
in  applications  mathematical  programming,  and  a  certificate  in  computer 
programming.  A  minor  is  available  in  either  mathematics  or  computer  science. 
The  department  also  offers  a  graduate  program  in  mathematics  leading  to  the 
master  of  science  degree. 
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The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Physics  is  to  recruit  and  educate  the  stu- 
dent for  leadership  in  science.  The  department  promotes  the  advancement  of 
knowledge  in  the  field  of  physics,  and  to  serve  the  scientific  and  manpower 
needs  of  the  community  and  nation.

NCCU  Departments 
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The  general  goals  of  the  Department  of  Psychology  are  to  provide 
students  with  competencies  sufficient  to  work  in  a  range  of  human 
service  agencies  and/or  to  succeed  in  graduate  level  studies  in  psychology 
or  in  the  behavioral  sciences.  The  departmental  courses,  based  upon  empirically 
determined  theory,  are  designed  to  be  dynamic  and  functional,  to  give  students 
integrated  knowledge,  development,  maturation,  and  related  adaptation  processes 

The  Department  of  Psychology  is  committed  to  training  students  to  be 
productive  in  various  service  agencies  and  graduate  level  studies  in  psychology  or  in 
the  behavioral  sciences. 
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The  Department  of  History  offers  a  major  and  minor  in  history  at  the 
baccalaureate  level.  The  department  also  offers  certification  in  secondary 
social  studies.  The  primary  mission  of  the  department  is  to  provide  history  majors 
and  minors  with  an  educational  environment  and  experience  that  will  prepare  them 
to  teach  at  the  secondary  school  level,  to  pursue  graduate  study,  or  to  find  employ- 
ment in  law,  government  service,  industry,  and  other  public  and  private  sectors. 

We  also  offer  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  the  areas  of  African,  American, 
African  American,  European,  and  Latin  American  History.  Over  the  years,  the 
department  has  prepared  dozens  of  students  to  pursue  the  Masters  and  Ph.D. 
degrees. 
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The  primary  objective  of  the  social  work  curriculum  is  to  prepare  students  for 
beginning  practice  as  professional  social  workers.

The  school  offers  a  rich 
variety  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  to  license  teachers  and 
administrators  for  the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Our  programs  are 
distinguished  by  the  partnerships  that  we  have  crafted  with  the  local  public  schools, 
the  community  colleges  and  the  private  sector  The  School  of  Education  has  also 
made  exemplary  advancement  in  integrating  diversity,  partnerships,  and  technology 
in  the  content  of  our  courses  and  in  the  delivery  of  instruction. 
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The  National  Award  Winning  NCCU  Department  of  Theatre  has  been  unique 
over  the  years  because  of  the  progrann's  capacity  to  transform  a  creative 
notion  about  the  theatre  into  practical  knowledge  and  skills.  North  Carolina 
Central  University's  Department  of  Theatre  is  designed  to  satisfy  the  needs  of 
a  broad  range  of  enthusiastic  students:  to  give  them  the  widest  possible  expo- 
sure to  man's  accomplishments  in  theatre  and  to  experiences  that  will  develop 
them  as  capable  theatre  practitioners.
